He 
then introduced Miss Elsie McFarlene 
who is Provincial Supervisor of Commun= 
ity Recreation, She explained haw @ 
“Family Interest Survey" can be taken 
to determine the community's recreat~ 
ional needs and interests and also its 
human resources in leadership. She 
told how such surveys have been accom 
plished in other places. She strong 
ly felt that they were only truly suc~ 
cessful when undertaken on a door-to~ 
door basis, with e@ fully-briefed corpe 
of volunteer surveyors calling at each 
home. 

‘A question and Answer period followed. 
To the query "would this lead to the 
setting up of @ Recreation Commission 
or Board for St. Albert?" the answer 
from Mr. Wood was "I would hope so”. 
explained that the results of the 
interest survey would have to be pre. 
sented to the Town in the form of « 
brief, the contents of which would de~ 
pend on the results of the survey. On 
being questioned about the town's bud~ 
get for recreation, Mr. Veness stated

ssa School Dress 


The Court has decided thet eur Protestant School Board has the power to regulate| 
the dress of its students. This is a fact which has to be respected. Many of 
us welcome this decision. Many others cannot agres. Both groups should aleo 
be respected for their free and frank opinions in this matter. It is not res- 
pectable if some member of one of the groups uses this Court decision as a pers-| 
onal campaign against the School Board and/or other individuals. This is net 
admissible, it does not solve the problem at all and is a bed example for our 
St. Albert youth, As free Canadians, members of each group have the right to ex 
press themselves, in a proper way. We have given the Court the henor of print- 
ing the complete oral judgement first, as the higher authority. Today we give 
the same right to those who cannot egree with the present dress regulation: 
But we would make it clear, and not to be mistaken, that the School Board con- 
firmed, by legal Court decision, its power to regulate dress in ite schools and 
the only action for those who cannot agree is to present their case at the 
next Annual Meeting of the Electors of the Protestant Separate School District. 
This will be the only place where, in @ legal way, all parents can expr 
their wishes and vote in a democratic way regarding these dress regulations 
Until that moment, the decision of the School Board has to be respected and 
loyally accepted. We hope that all the parents will realize that this is the 
only way to act ine free, democratic country. 

Many citizens have asked us our opinion regarding these drees regulations 

It is no secret that we do not sympathize with them, because we do net believe 
that development of self-discipline has anything to do with dress regulations. 
To appear neat and proper under strict regulations is, of courses # necessity in 
building up @ neat and proper school, but regulations for the kind of dress ere 
in our opinion part of the authority of the parents. We know that there are 
parents who fail to fulfil this part of their responsibility toward their childs 
ren, but the principle<(that the parents are the only ones who should decide 
what their children should wear) should not be set aside because of tho: 
ents who fail. 

We find, and found, in dictatoriel countries, the youth perfectly dr 
never before, but by personal experience, the behaviour of those children 
in many cases, miserable, not only to their parents and teachers, but also 
to their friends who were not dressed like themselves. For us, the problem is 
not how @ child looks, but how he acts. The task for parenta and school 4: 
first and above all, to work at that inner pert, to convince the child that he 
or she has to be honest, righteous, brave, friendly, tolerant, obedient, dil 
igent, etc., to love their friends and neighbours, to respect their parents 
and teachers and also to respect the way of life and thoughts of others. With 
such an educational program the child will automstically follow all these regule 
tions which are not in contradiction with the above mentioned moral qualities. 
Such @ child will also be of great and continuous value to our society. Some- 
where in the Bible we read "Cleanse first that which is within the cup and 
platter, that the outside of them may be clean also.” This text is the basis 
‘of our thoughts in this whole unpleasant affair, Regulations and discipline 
generally, are necessary for every school system, but our children, and of 
course also their parents should be made morally able to understand the enor 
bility thet we have towards our society, which never will depend 
, but enly en the inner human feelings.
